Today's helicopter is expensive. 
The motor which powers it is al- 
ready in mass production and has 
been for a long time. Yet the size 
of it makes it expensive too, Right 
now the helicopter is harder to fly 
than a conventional airplane, {It 
is dangerous machine while within 
a hundred feet of the ground be- 
cause it the motor quits it needs 
at least a hundred foot for the 
rotors to start the moving on their 
own and check the rate of descent. 

As at present conceived, the 


helicopter does not complete with 
the airplane because the airplane 
is primarily use ful for long dist- 
ance transportation. Over any rea- 
sonably long distance the airplane 
with the same power is so inher- 
ently more efficient than the hel- 
icopter, and more inexpensrve ¢o 
fly, that the helicopter does not 
stand a chance in competition. 


Over short distances of one | 


hundred miles or less, the helicop- 
ter cannot compete with an aut- 
omobile, Though it flies faster than 
the automobile travels, the take- 
off and landing time and the com- 
parative inconvenience of. parking 
it, together with the matter of ex- 
pense, make it’ unlikely that any- 
one would buy a helicopter to re- 
place an automobile. 


This does not mean that some 
day the’ helicopter will not be ab- 
le to hold its own. Perhaps jet 
propulsion working from the ends 
of the rotor blades will supply 
sufficient economy and efficiency 
to make the machine practical for 
long distances, But the men who 
are responsible for solving these 
problems do not expect a solution 
of any help to you or for at least 
15 or 20 years.

For children registered after July 1st, 1945, Family 
Allowances will be paid as from the month following 
the month when registration is made, Family Allowances 
are not paid retroactively.
